JUDGE DAVID NOGGLE. 


Again Janesville has been called to con­ 
tribute another trophy to the remorseless 
trium phs of the grave. David Noggle, one 
of the earliest pioneers of Rock county, 
prominent in its early history, and prom i­ 
nent in the politics of the State, and well 
knowu by the bench and the bar ot W is­ 
consin, has passed to im m ortality. After 
several years ot feeble health, he died 
quietly at the age of nearly seventy at the 
home of his son in-law, Hon. Charles G. 
Williams, a little after mid-night this m orn­ 
ing. The impression quite generally pre­ 
vailed that he had reached a state of imbe­ 
cility. This was a mistake ; though help­ 
less in body aud feeble in m ind, he retained 
the general use of his faculties almost 
up 
to 
the 
hour 
of 
his 
death. 
Lniii 
8<ime 
three 
days 
ago 
he 
would request that the current news be 
read to him, and would li»teu with the 
closest attention, and then comment in­ 
telligently. aud not unfrequcntly 
with 
marked 
segacity. 
He 
had 
no 
difficulty in 
distinguishing names and 
p e rd u s until sometime yesterday. 
His 
only 
delusion 
seemed 
to 
be 
tilt* 
he was being moved to different places and 
into different rooms and houses. 
In very many respects Judge Noggle 
Was a remarkable man 
His success in the 
profession of the law, and his career on 
the beoch, were remarkable, when we con­ 
sider the influences and the conditions 
which surrounded the first thirty years of 
his life. 
A man who Llacoin-like, has 
manfully battled with the most adverse 
circumstances, 
who has 
courageously 
fought 
poverty, 
and 
who has edu­ 
cated 
him self 
for 
a 
profession 
after reaching full manhood, and in that 
profession has become successf ul and prom ­ 
inent, deserves the applause of men. Judge 
Noggle did this. 
Like many others of our 
self made m en, he woiked his way from 
the hum blest position in life to a promi­ 
nent place in the politics and in the judi­ 
cial 
history 
of his State. 
By 
dint 
of 
hard 
labor, 
by 
an 
ambi­ 
tion which could 
not 
be crushed by 
disappointments, by sobriety and unflag­ 
ging industry, he accomplished much for 
himself and lam fly. 
His life illustrates 
what can be doue by a well-directed pur­ 
pose, by a detenu in cd will, even though 
one be I brow u upon the world iu early 
m&uh<K)J, without influence, friends, or 
money. 
Judge Noggle was a man of great natural 
capacity.and ut uncommon force of will and 
character. He was powerful in the trial ut 
causes, especially 
before 
juries, and 
m all such cases he was very successiul. 
B efire a jury he was au eloquent aud ef­ 
fective advocate, and was rem arkably suc­ 
cessful iu carrying his point by tuaiu force. 
There were few men iu Wisconsin who 
equalled him rn the trial of a cause before 
a jury. 
Lie xas on the beach eight years, 
aud as J udge, he was affable, pleasant, and 
quick to arrive al a decision. He never de­ 
voted much time to 
the technicalities 
of 
the 
law, 
but 
havm g 
a rare judicial mind, he seized upon the 
strong points ol a case with great ability. 
A lull hnd correct sketch of Judge Nog- 
glo's interesting and eventful life, will be 
found in another part of this paper.

THE CROP PROSPECTS. 


Until withiu tho putt two weeks, the 
crop prospects in the Northwest were e x ­ 
ceedingly lU tienng. Un tho 6:h of Ju ly 
the heated term began, belorc the berry 
of the wiater-wheat and the rye became 
fully developed, aud about the time spring 
wheat, oats and barley begau lo head out. 
From that time till to-day (Thursday) we 
have experienced the 
hottest weather 
known for several years. 
Taking the ob- 
aervatiou at noon, the mercury has stood 
on each day arnee the Otto, from 91 to 102 
degrees in the shade and lrotn HO to 126 
la the sun. This intense degree of heat hue 
no doubt doue c msiderabie damage, espec­ 
ially lo spring wheat, oats, and barley in 
N orthern 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Minnesota, 
iii a tule portions of M innesota 
the shrinkage is estimated about one third, 
aud in some parts of Iowa, the same. In the 
Southern part ot that State where 
the 
harvest has b^ten progressing for several 
days, the crops were never better. 
In 
Wisconsin the shinkage can hardly be es­ 
tim ated. 
Iu some parts of the State, the 
heavy winds aud disastrous rains have 
beaten down the grain, aud in other parts 
the hot protracted weather has more or lest 
damaged the berry of the wheat. 
We 
have received reports from some farmers 
Waich state that up to four or five days ago 
the spnug 
wheat b a i not m aterially 
suffered. 
It is sate to say, however, that 
the wheat crop will not be as heavy as it 
was last year. 


The abundant crop of wheat throughout 
tUi couatry in 1877, induced many farm ­ 
ers to increase the acreage this year, and 
to decrease that of corn, a change which 
we lear will prove unprofitable. 
Iu 1977, 
Rock county tilled 12,384 acres from which 
was harvested 179,462 bushels. 
This year 
27,790 have been a »wu. aud 76,896 acres of 
e r a have becu planted against 82,UUU last

Va., July 17.—Tho little 
town ut Barnesville, Ohio, ubout forty 
miles from here, was shaken as if by an 
earthquake this morning at 7.80 o’clock. 
A very large boiler, used in the planing 
mills belonging to Messrs. Davis A Star- 
buck, from some unknown cau-c had ex­ 
ploded, scattering death and destruction 
on all sides. 
Before the bewildered people 
could collect their tenses an alarm of fire 
was sounded, aud dense clouds of smoke 
arose (rom the mil!, which had taken lire 
aud begun to burn furiously. The entire 
population of the town turned out to aid 
the fireman, 
and atter 
a couple of

were extinguished, and the search for the 
dead ann wounded begau. 
This was a 
difficult task, as the timbers aud founda­ 
tions of the building were piled upon ihcm 
In immense mashes. Jam es Padgett, the

W. U. Seymour, notary public, contra­ 
dicted the statem ent made by Sinedlcy a 
few days ago that he (Smedley) had told 
the witness to jurat to the Anderson-Weber 
agreem ent was false. Seymour said he 
never had any conversation with Smedley.

W illiam K. b r a y ’s, R em ark able 
reer. 
Few rascals have so romantic a career 
as William E. Gray, the forger, who ar­ 
rived at New York recently, at the end of 
nearly nine years’ chase by the most expert 
detectives of the largo cities of the world. 
His father, Rev. Dr. E. ii. Gray, formerly 
preached at Shelburn Falls, aud was for 
eight years chaplaiu of the United States 
Senate, and the son had every incentive to 
lead a respectable life. 
After leaving col­ 
lege be was a clerk in the Treasury De­ 
partm ent at W ashington until I860, when 
he voluntarily resigned. The next year he 
went to New York armed with letters of 
recommendation (rom General Butler, Sen 
ators Fessenden and Morrill and other dig­ 
nitaries. 
He was then 23, a fine young 
fellow of correct habits, who passed as a 
model of virtue. 
Learning the secrets of 
stock brokerage with A. VV. Dimock & 
Co., he was soou in business for himself, 
and at once began his adr.iit villainies. He 
dealt iu stolen bonds, and hi- lather's purse 
had to release hun from Ludlow street 
jail, family influence covering up other 
swindles from the public knowledge. 
Iu November of 1869 Gray gave out that 
he expected a legacy oi $50,000 from a rich 
aunt, and, on the strength of this and $10.- 
000 ready cash he claimed to have, he 
launched out in grand style as a heavy 
operator at -lf Broad street, alterward oc­ 
cupied by Woodhull 
A Claflin. 
fie 
Billed under the firm name of VV. E. 
G ray & Co., his partners being unsuspect­ 
ed rogues like himself, and they made 
Quart/. Ii iii raining stock a cover tor their 
frauds. 
The gang got hold of stolen New 
York State bounty loan certificates, United 
Slates bonds and some stock--, aud, raising 
the certificates, they borrowed money on 
them and on the bonds, through a reputa­ 
ble broker, of nearly every lender in the 
city. 
At the very start Gray nearly ended 
his career by borrowing from Jay Cook & 
Co. on spurious governm ent bonds, blit, 
as he replaced them with genuine bonds 
and carried himself as sn innocent person 
imposed upon, they laughed at the detec­ 
tive’s suggestion to arrest one so respecta ­ 
bly connected and endorsed. 
Iii Decem ­ 
ber, however, a suspicious cashier iliscov 
cm l that tho bounty loan certificates were 
forgeries, though tho president and cash 
lur of the M anhattan bauk declared that 
they wore as good as gold. Gray was so 
cool and told so plausible a story, when 
confrouted with the facts, that ho was not 
taken into custody. 
N ext day he dis&p 
peared, leaving eight firms $280,000 out, 
and, atter hiding in the city for a week, he 
left the country and nothing was heard of 
him for two years. 
During that time he was lording it mag­ 
nificently in England as Jam es I*. Morgan, 
nephew of George Peabody, the millionaire 
philanthropist. 
With forged letters ot in­ 
troduction from United States sen dors and 
other men of distinction, he entered the 
highest circles of society, and lavished 
money right aod left, driving lour black 
imported American horses and dressing 
magnificently. 
A t a dinner given 
the 
niece of Baron Rothschild, the rich youug 
American made a speech ou 
English 
finance that astonished tile moneyed mag­ 
nates, and there was no art of fashionable 
society he was not expert in. 
Ile was in­ 
timate with the Duke of Edinburgh, and 
he might apparently have imposed on the 
English nobility Indefinitely ii bis money 
bad not failed. A t that tim e a Loudon 
banker named Chatteris g it Morgan to go 
into partnership with his son. 
The boy 
was soon short £15:000. 
Spurious United 
States bonds carried the lniornution to 
New York officers that this was the old 
offender, Gray, and they crossed over to 
arrest him. 
He wa9 too sharp for them.

however, and alter failing to scil mythical 
Colorado , silver 
m ine at The Hague, 
he turned up at Paris as Dr. Collesto 
the oculist.

Instead of the usual sermon by the pas­ 
tor at Plym outh church, last eveniog, a 
lecture on “Hummer H ygiene” was deliv­ 
ered by Dr. William B. Fletcher. He was 
introduced in a few well-chosen words by 
Rev. Oscar C. McCullocb, who expressed 
the opinion that It was the business of the 
church to mingle m inistry and medicine, 
and announced that this lecture was the 
first of a series to be given at intervals on 
Sunday evenings upou sim ilar subjects. 
Dr. Fletcher said no one could appreciate 
more keenly than himself the novelty of 
the situation, and when first asked to 
lecture 
in

church 
on 
Sunday 
he 
was 
somewhat 
shocked, 
as he 
had never been in a pulpit and rarely in 
a pew. 
Perhaps the very fact of address­ 
ing a congregation in a close room On such 
a hot evening wa9 a violation of one of the 
first laws of 
hygiene which he would 
recom m end; but he would only speak to 
them for about half an hour, giviDg them 
the result of his study and experience 
amongst children. 
One-fourth of the chil­ 
dren born die under the age of 5 years, 
and to a great extent this high rate ct mor­ 
tality was due to mismanagement- A 
newly born child is very much like a leech; 
it bas a very good stomach and nothing 
else. 
A child must have proper nutrim ent 
and proper rest. It must be freed lrom the 
regulation bandages which fashion has 
b rand about your children. 
The custom 
of handling children about to be admired 
and pelted prevents them from having 
their 
proper 
rest. 
At 
the 
age 
t I year the child is ready almost at the 
slightest provocation to become the prey 
f disease. Instead of being supplied with 
the soft, pulpy, nutritious food for wmch 
the stomach is designed, it is often given 
starchy loud, which engenders disease. 
A nother source of disease is found in the 
custom of giving children evening rides 
over damp sidewalks, and when there Is a 
great deal of miasma in the air. 
The 
plunging of children into cold baths is one 
of the most fruitful sources of cholera, in­ 
flammation, and intestinal disorders. 
The 
same causes result in the same effects with 
the children of rich and poor parents. 
It 
is not constant hot or cold weather that 
causes disease, but suddent changes of 
twenty 
or 
thirty 
degrees 
of 
tem - 
icrature 
when 
children 
are 
un­ 
protected 
and 
exposed 
are 
almost certain to produce the dreaded 
cholera infautum, for the stomach of the 
child is almost like a sieve. 
Vegetable 
loud almost always undergoes in the stom ­ 
ach ut the child fermentation instead of 
digestion 
There is no objection to vege­ 
table diet for adults, but in the case 
of 
children the same food acts as a poison. 
Probably the most im portant and uselul 
thing that could be done would be to go 
into the kitchen and teach m others how to 
make children’s food. The use of tea in­ 
stead oi iresh milk among our poorer color­ 
ed families is a frequent cause of disease ; 
but it is very difficult in this case to sug­ 
gest means rd improvement, 
hewers and 
siuks are perhaps wtthio a few feet of the 
welt used by a large num ber of families, 
which are ntces-arily tilled with poison,

but the children were better off as they 
were removed In in abject poverty. 
Loot 
at the system of sewerage in this city, ant 
our surroundings ot pork-houscs in the 
9 aith west, which at some time will be the 
cause of a serious epidemic. 
A bad sys­ 
tem of sewerage is worse than none, as 
is better to carry the filth a distance away 
to lie buried in the soil. 
The principal 
weakness in our sewers is iu not bavin 
enough w ater passing through them to 
carry off all the sediment. 
The owners of 
tenem ent houses ought to he compelled to 
supply their property with W ater-works 
water, which |is generally ranch better 
than the water from any driven well in 
the neighborhood of a dozen 
houses. 
This city 
is fortunate 
iu 
tho 
sup­ 
ply |o t good food, 
but the 
milk 
sup­ 
ply is not as good as could be wished, a1 
though it is much better than formerly. 
Even poor people can now get milk which, 
if not absolutely fresh, is not quito sour. 
The opening of the parks to the public in 
this city will bo of great advantage, aud i9 
already being highly appreciated. 
It is a 
great pity that the park a mile or two 
south is not nearer tho heart of the city or 
within reach of the poorer people by 
street cars. 
Hick children should always 
be placed in the pleasantest aud airiest 
room in the house, but this rule is very 
often neglected. 
Children require more 
than the regular three meals a day, but 
good food should be given as often as called 
tor and they will digest it if they are 
healthy and have plenty of exercise. 
The 
best way lo develop a child in form and 
muscle is to give it plenty of rest, exercise, 
and good food at frequent intervals, never 
allow ii to go with what is called “an empty 
stomach.” 
Tile Doctor concluded by ad­ 
vt cuing better sanitary laws, and u strict 
cut. TCcinent ot those we now h av e; also 
that a strict register of births and deaths 
should be kept, and said the aim of all good 
physicians should be the prevention as 
well as the cure of disease.

idea—they pay the doctor when they arc 
well, ana he pays them when they are 
sick.

DAVID NOGGLE. 


J auge Noggin is dead. 
The simple an­ 
nouncement of the tact is sufficient to call 
forth the kindly sympathy of many for the 
sorrowing ones, and naturally leafs back 
memory to the time when he, who now lies 
prostrate, was standing erect, aud wielding 
an influence which was felt on every side. 
1 For years he has been an invalid and 
though his death was not wholly unex­ 
pected, yet it comes with some suddenness 
as there was no immediate alarm felt until 
late yesterday afternoon when his condi­ 
tion changed, and at a few minutes past 12 
o’clock this morning he dropped into the 
long, long sleep. 
David Noggle was horn in Franklin, 
Pennsylvania, October 9, 1809, and was 
consequently in his sixty-ninth year when 
he died. 
His lamiiy belonged to the in­ 
dustrious 
farming 
population of that 
commonwealth. At the age of sixteen he 
removed with his parents to Greenfield, 
Ohio, where they continued the business of 
husbandry, and the hardships aud priva­ 
tions oi frontier life, which he experienced 
at this period,disciplined him for the atrug' 
gies and successes of after life. His educa- 
I t luna I advantages hid been limited to a few 
weeks of each winter spent at the district 
schools, before the age of sixteen. 
He 
however, developed there a taste for liter­ 
ary pursuits, and a controlling desire to 
become a lawyer ; but owing to the limit­ 
ed means of his parents, received from 
them no encouragement. At the age of 
nineteen he secured employment in a man* 
ufacturiog establishment at Madison, New 
York, aud remained there lour years. 
Meanwhile, his fattier 
having become 
financially embarrassed, he returned to 
Ohio, and with a younger brother, Jacob, 
took the farm, assumed the father s liabili­ 
ties, and relieved him from further anxiety. 
In 1834 the brothers improved a water­ 
power on the farm, by building a saw 
mill, which proved a boatie la I success, and 
furnished them with mea us lur carrying 
out other plans. 
On the 15th of October, 1834, he married 
Miss Anna M. L:wis, of Milan, Ohio. Two 
years later he and his 
young wife 
removed to Winnebago county, Illinois, 
making the journey witL an ox team. Here 
they made a home in what was then almost 
a wilderness, and here he began in earnest 
to prepare for the profession which had 
been the dream of his life. 
During three 
years he carried Blackstone with him to his 
daily toil, reading it while driving his ox- 
team and during his moments of rest, and 
thus in this rude law school became so 
Versed in jurisprudence that in the year 
1838, after a rigid examination by the Su­ 
preme Court of Illinois, he was admitted to 
the bar of that State, without having spent 
mn hour in a law office, anJ'without having 
received direction in his studies from any 
member of the profession. 


In 1839 he sold his farm in illinois and 
removed to Beloit, where he opened an 
offleaand was spec lily rewarded by alarge 
clientage in Wiunebigo and Boone coun­ 
ties, illinois, and 
in Hock, Walworth, 
Green and Iowa Counties, in the then ter­ 
ritory of Wisconsin. From au 
early 
period in his professional career he took 
considerable interest in politics, and in 
1840 was appointed postmaster at Beloit, a 
position which he returned five years. In 
1846 he was elected a member of the con­ 
vention that foiuiid the 8late Constitution, 
aud though inexperienced and compara­ 
tively unlettered was soon recognized aa 
among the leaders of that body. In 1834 
be was elected to the State Legislature 
from this district, having some years pre­ 
viously removed to this city. 
He was 
again fleeted in 1850, and was tend end 
the 
speattTship 
of 
that 
body, 
but 
owing 
to 
a 
temporary 
physical 
infirmity, declined the honor 
He was, 
however, emphatically the leader ol the 
house during that svssi rn, and in the con­ 
test over the election of a United States 
senator, in which ll ta. J. ll. Doolittle was 
chosen, exercised a controlling influence. 
In 1858 he w as e le c te d Judge ut the first 
judicial district of Wisconsin, composed of 
the counties of Kenosha, Hicine, Wal­ 
worth, Hock and Green, and held this of­ 
fice for eight years, discharging the duties 
with the utmost a c c e p ta b ility , aud estab­ 
lishing tor himself an enviable reputation 
ms a souud jurist, aud au impartial admin­ 
istrator of the law 
He retired irom the bench in 1866, and 
for a time resided in Iowa, where he was 
engaged as attorney for the Milwaukee and 
St. Haul Railroad Company. 
He after­ 
ward returned to Beloit where he pur­ 
chased an elegant house, aud built up a 
lucrative practice. 
lu|lS09 he was appointed by .President 
Grant to the office of Chief Justice of the 
territory of Idaho, but iu 1874 was obliged 
to resign on account of failing health. For 
Some months he resided in San Francisco, 
for the benefit of his health, and in the fall 
of 1875 returned to this city, where up to 
the time of his death he has lived in retire, 
ment, anilla* for the iud.-tor the time been 
con ll md to his tick room. 
In politics Judge Noggin had been identi­ 
fied with the Democratic party (believing 
in the principles of Je ffe rso n , by which It 
was governed at that time) until the or­ 
ganization of the R'publican party. In 
1788 
he 
was 
a 
delegate 
to 
the 
national convention 
which 
nominated 
President Polk, aud in 1852 lo the conven­ 
tion which nominated President Pierce. 
Since the nomination of Lincoln in 1860, 
he had been an uncompromiseng Repub­ 
lican 
In religious belief he has always been 
governed by the faith of the Universalist 
creed, though his wile and all the mem­ 
bers of bis family long since urn tea with 
the Protestant Episcopal church. 


Mr and Mrs. Niggle have seven chil­ 
dren, two sons and five daughters, all liv­ 
ing. The eons, Charles Levitt and Dor­ 
man Lewis Noggin, were educated at Ap- 
plrtoa aa J Lombard University, Illinois* 
aud both served with 
houor in the 
army 
throughout 
the late rebellion. 
The former enter* d the Wisconsin Infant-j 
ry as sergeant, but was atter wards pro- 
mob d to lieutenant iu the regular army

ferred to the 4th Wisconsin Battery. 
He 
retired with the rank of captain and was 
subsequently breveted major for gallantry 
in the field. He is now chief clerk in the
